But perhaps the best 
g ood which comes of reg ular presence in the house 
of God is that for one hour each week a man can, 
so to speak, stand off at a distance from the rush 
and pressure of life, and see its many and v aried 
components in clea rer relation to each other and 
to the whole of life.* Thus to “ see life steadily , and 
see it whole” must be to g et a g limpse of life as 


God can see it.

tary spenders, farm ers, welfare-staters, v et­ 
erans and fo reign-aiders are no t go ing to let 
the go v ernment cu rtail its spending. They 
want mo re spending, no t less. 
All the federal jo bho lders want mo re, to o . 
The dcm-bu ilders, highway -bu ilders and riv er- 
deepeneers want mo re. Ev ery bo dy wants 
mo re. Ev en the few who are try ing to taper 
o ff o n the sending spree want mo re be­ 
cau se what they hav e k eeps shrink ing in 
v alu e, thank s to inflatio n which is cau sed 
by the inability o f the federal go v ernment 
to withstand the o nslau ght o f its spenders. 
That is why all the po litical realists in 
Washingto n k no w the bu dget is no t go ing 
to be balanced, regardless o f what President 
Eisenho wer has reco mmended and regard­ 
less o f what mo st tax pay ers say they want. 
They will no t try to sto p the merry -go -ro u nd. 
The tro u ble is that the tax pay ers, them­ 


selv es, are spenders. They squ awk abo u t 
tax es while beseeching the federal go v ern­ 
ment to ladle o u t fu nds fo r ev ery thing fro m 
airpo rts to x y lo pho nes. 
If the bu dget is go ing to be balanced, they 
say , it mu st be do ne at the ex pense o f 
that so -and-so who liv es so mewhere else and 
do es so mething else. Any po litician who 
dares to lay a finger o n their pet appro pria­ 
tio n will hav e his hand cho pped o ff. 
There are, no do u bt, U.S. tax pay ers who 
are no t members of any spending blo ck —who 
are no t try ing to twist a penny o u t o f Wash­ 
ingto n fo r any thing, no t ev en in the fo rm o f 
a debatable tax -dedu ctible item o n their in­ 
co me tax retu rn. Bu t who ev er they are, su ch 
as they are, they are no t o rganized. They 
hav e no lo bby in Washingto n. No o ne is afraid 
o f them at the po lls. 
President Eisenho wer has said what is u n- 
dfmably tru e. If the spenders wo u ld ho ld 
b: ck a little, the United States co u ld balance 
it? bu dget at 77 billio n do llars nex t fiscal 
y< ar, instead o f ru nning still fu rther into 
d? bt. Ho has left Co ngress ho lding the bu dget 
bag, which is as it sho u ld be. 


ALL THE POLITICIANS are in Co ngress 
any way . They k eep bemo aning the fact the 
President is no t o ne o f their o wn k ind, mean­ 
ing he is so naiv e he do esn’t u nderstand 
why the bu dget canno t be balanced when so 
many greedy Gu ses are y ammering fo r mo re 
grav y . It wo u ld be po litical su icide to tu rn 
them away . 
It will be financial su icide if they aren’t 
tu rned away , bu t po liticians do no t wo rry 
abo u t lo ng-term effects. That will be so me­ 
thing fo r histo rians to deal with when they 
repo rt the decline and fall o f the demo cracy 
that crack ed u p "o n the ro ck s o f a lo o se 
fiscal po licy ,’’ ju st as the late Frank lin D.

Yet the o u tlo o k has a co u ple o f 
to u chy aspects. The po rtio ns o f 
o u r 
po pu latio n that are gro wing 
fastest', the y o u ng and the o ld, are 
the narts which fo r the mo st part 
can’t wo rk fo r their o wn su ppo rt. 
This means each wo rk ing indiv id­ 
u al in America w’ll hav e a big­ 
ger pro du cing lo ad to carry . 
And a great deal o f the ex pan­ 
sio n we’re go ing to need lies in 
fields we’v e been leav ing to go v ­ 
ernment at v ario u s l e v e l s — 
scho o ls, ho snitals, highway s, co m- 
mu nitv facilities, 
and the lik e. 
Ev en the mo st co nserv ativ e plan­ 
ners tell u s we’re serio u sly sho rt 
o n so me o f these things already . 
What they wo nder is w'hether 
Americans are realty go ing to shell 
o u t fo r the "pu blic plant*’ they 
need, o r whether they ’re go ing to 
try to get by o n a starv atio n diet 
in this field. The nu mbers sk etch­ 
ed o u t in the Censu s Bu reau ’s lit­ 
tle y ello w o amo hlet will fo rce a 
decisio n befo re to o lo ng.

Eisenho wer administratio n plans 
to cu t the bu dget by redu cin g 
so me pay ments to v eterans will 
stir u p magnificent fights in the 
nex t Co ngress. 
U.S. Veterans Administratio n is 
spending o v er fiv e billio n do llars 
this y ear. It’s a natu ral target 
fo r eco no mizing becau se it’s the 
third largest item in the bu dget. 
It’s ex ceeded o nly by the 39 bil­ 
lio ns fo r defense and sev en bil­ 
lio n fo r interest o n the pu blic debt. 
In ro u nd nu mbers, the fiv e bil­ 
lio n do llars fo r v eterans is div id­ 
ed 3 2 billio n fo r pensio ns, 9 00 mil­ 
lio n fo r medical serv ices, 700 mil­ 
lio n fo r G.I. benefits, 50 millio n 
fo r insu rance and 250 millio n fo r 
administratio n. 
This last item was increased 
o v er 80 millio n do llars in go v ern­ 
ment emplo y ee pay raises v o ted 
by Co ngress. That sho ws ho w eco n­ 
o mizing u su ally wo rk s in Washing­ 
to n. 


IT ISN’T POSSIBLE fo r Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer o r Veterans Ad­ 
m inistrato r Su mner G. Whittier to 
cu t pensio ns o r GI benefits by 
administrativ e o rder. All pay ments 
to v ets are prescribed by law and 
it will tak e new laws to change 
them. Getting su ch legislatio n will 
difficu lt. 
There are no w o v er 2,883 000 
v eterans drawing pensio ns. 
The 
last general rate increase 
was 
19 54. Pressu re to liberalize them 
fu rther has been co nstant ev er 
since. This ru ns head o n in o p­ 
po sitio n to cu tting benefits. 
One eco no mizing pro po sal is to 
integrate Veterans Administratio n 
pay m ents 
with 
So cial 
Secu rity 
pay ments. 
To day , So cial Secu rity pay ments 
are no t co u nted as inco me in de­ 
termining whether v eterans are 
eligible to receiv e VA disability 
benefits. 
Changing this law wo u ld o bv io u s­ 
ly sav e the go v ernment co nsider­ 
able mo ney . Bu t will Co ngress 
appro v e it? 
Ano ther pro po sal is to redu ce 
medical benefits to v eterans su ffer­ 
ing fro m inju ry o r illness no t su s­ 
tained while in military serv ice. 
These "o n serv ice-co nnected dis- 


biiity ” cases mak e u p half the 
patient lo ad in VA ho spitals. 


STILL ANOTHER pro po sal deals 
with v eterans receiv ing 10 to 20 
per cent disability pay ments o f 
$204 to $432 a y ear fo r inju ries 
su stained while in military ser­ 
v ice. There are o v er a millio n 
v ets in this class. Pay ments to 
them to tal o v er 175 millio n do llars 
a y ear. The su ggestio n is to pay 
them a redu ced, lu mp su m settle­ 
m ent and get them o ff the perm a­ 
nent pensio n ro lls. 
Against all su ch ideas fo r cu t­ 
ting VA co sts, there are many 
mo re pro po sals to increase VA 
benefits. 
Mo st ex treme is the idea o f pay ­ 
ing all W’o rld War I v eterans $100 
a mo nth after age 6 5—regardless 
o f disability o r o ther inco me. Half 
the three millio n W’W I v ets are 
no w o v er 6 5. To pensio n them at 
this rate wo u ld co st 1.8 billio n 
do llars the first y ear—mo re later. 
A pro po sal to giv e GI edu ca­ 
tio nal 
and 
ho u sing 
benefits 
to 
peace-time v eterans who se military 
serv ice began after the o fficial end 
o f the Ko rean War, Jan. 31, 19 56 , 
wo u ld co st ano ther half billio n do V 
lars a y ear. 


ANOTHER IDEA is to increase 
GI edu catio nal allo wances—n o w 
ru nning u p to $16 0 a mo nth—to 
meet increased co sts o f tu itio n and 
co llege liv ing. 
Still ano ther is to reo pen the 
do o rs fo r so me 17 millio n ex -GI’s 
who allo wed their sho rt-term mili­ 
tary serv ice insu rance po licies to 
lapse. Administrativ e co sts o f re­ 
issu ing this insu rance wo u ld be 
tremendo u s.

Oppo nents o f the draft are mo bil­ 
izing to fight ex tensio n o f Univ er­ 
sal Military Training, du e to ex ­ 
pire nex t Ju ne 30. 
The fight, led by chu rch gro u ps 
and o rganizatio ns with mo ral o b­ 
jectio ns to bearing arm s, seems 
do o med to failu re. Members o f 
bo th the Senate 
and the 
Ho u se 
Armed Serv ices Co mmittee tradi­ 
tio nally fav o r the draft and may 
co o perate in a plan fo r a simple 
ex tensio n to av o id spo tting their 
strength. 
The administratio n already has 
giv en no tice that it will ask fo r an 
ex tensio n o f the law similar to the 
fo u r-y ear co ntinu atio n passed o v er, 
whelmingly by the Co ngress m 
19 51. 
Assistant Secretary o f Defense 
Charles C. Finu cane recently to ld 
an American Legio n co nv entio n in 
Chicago that co ntinu atio n was ab­ 
so lu tely essential.” 
He su bsequ ently to ld a repo rter 
in Washingto n that no change in 
the law ex cept fo r the ex piratio n 
date wo u ld be requ ested. 


THE ARGUMENTS a g a i n s t 
peacetime co nscriptio n are o u tlin­ 
ed in the cu rrent Newsletter o f the 
Friends 
Co mmittee o n 
Natio nal 
Legislatio n, the Qu ak er gro u p that 
is pu shing fo r repeal. 
Behind the Friends gro u p is the 
reso lu tio n o f the meeting No v . 21 
in Clev eland, called by the Natio n­ 
al Co u ncil o f Chu rches, which calls 
fo r terminatio n o f the draft. The 
argu ments: 
1. The draft law is no t fair. Say s 
the Newsletter: 
"The deferment 
po licy o ften discriminates against 
the 
eco no mically disadv antaged. 
These who can affo rd higher edu ­ 
catio n can be deferred o ften u ntil 
they pass the age when they are 
lik ely to be tak en.” 
So me 2,200,000 men no w carry 
1A classificatio ns u nder the Selec­ 
tiv e Serv ice Act and mo re than o ne 
millio n reach military age each 
y ear. Fro m this po o l, o nly abo u t 
100,000 men are being drafted each 
y ear. 
The go v ernment has the au tho r­ 
ity to draft men 18V4 to 26 y ears 
o f age. altho u gh tho se who hav e 
o btained certain deferments can be 
indu cted u ntil age 35. 


ALTHOUGH 
there 
is 
general 
agreement that the sy stem no w 
creates 
u ncertainty 
fo r 
many 
y o u ngsters 
who 
pro bably 
nev er 
will be called, there is relu ctance 
to narro w the age limits becau se 
o f the po ssiility o f “o pening u p” 
the entire pro blem o f deferment in 
Co ngress. 
Lieu t. Gen 
Lewis B. Hershey , 
directo r o f Selectiv e Serv ice, ar­ 
gu es that the deferment po licy has 
pro v ided an impo rtant by -pro du ct 
to the sy stem. 
"Selectiv e Serv ice,” he has said, 
"has co me to be the means o f 
channeling peo ple into engineering, 
into phy sics and may o ther pu r­ 
su its which hav e to do with the 
ato mic age. W*e do no t 
co mpel 
them. They go becau se by go ing 
they will be deferred.” 
2. The draft adv ersely affects the 
y o u ng men o f the co u ntry . The 
Friends Newsletter co ntends:"Fo r 
mo st o f them it means po stpo ning 
o r interru pting co llege o r m arriage 
plans o r their first jo b. 
The v ery fact that they mu st be 


co mpelled to serv e in a so ciety in 
which o thers may wo rk at jo bs o f 
their o wn cho ice mak es it an in­ 
terru ptio n rather than a jo b.” It 
qu o tes so cio lo gists to the effect 
that m ilitary training cu ts the ci­ 
v ilian initiativ e o f the indiv idu al. 
3. Co nscriptio n adv ersely affects 
the natio n. The Friends gro u p co n­ 
tends that the draft "enco u rages 
reliance 
o n 
military 
men 
and 
metho ds.” 
4. The draft is inefficient in these 
day s o f ato mic warfare. Mo dern 
war, the o ppo nents argu e, requ ires 
mo bile, technically trained men— 
a highly pro fessio nal fo rce. Co n­ 
scripts do n’t stay aro u nd 
lo ng 
eno u gh to be adequ ately trained. 
Secretary Finu cane argu es, ho w­ 
ev er, that the draft is requ ired to 
mak e 
men 
"v o lu nter” 
fo r 
the 
technical jo bs in the serv ices.
